‘From.a private letter just received bya gen- 
tleman in this city, under date Fort Colville, 
June 6th, we extract the following :—“ First 
rate diggings have been discovered on the Up- 
per Columbia River, in British Columbia, near the 
“ Rapides de Morts.” . The water. is awfally bigh, 
but those who are mining are taking out fair 
pay, from $5 to $12 perdiem to the hand. There 
will be a great rush there from the Colville val- 
ley and Walla Walla in the course of three or four 
weeks. The diggings,-so.far, are bar diggings, 


but miners are goiig’ up every day for 
for'the purpose of prospecting the creeks. A man 


has just arrived from Dewdney’s camp, on the Koo- 
tenay Lake. He reports a route there jimprac- 
ticable, and Dewdney will be compelled to fol- 
low one of the routes originally proposed by Me- 
Donald. ‘The route he followed was good to 
Kootenay Lake, but there they met with moun- 
tains covered with snow, which he could not 
avoid. * * * JI start in half an hour for 
Wild Horse Creek, or as they call it here “ Stad 
Horse Creek,”—400 miles yetto go. Trains ate 
going in every day. I shall be there by the 20th 
instant. * cm * * * * *

P. S—I have just opened this letter. The 
diggings on the Upper Columbia prospect 25 cts. 
to the pan, and on the creeks as high as 
$1.00 to the pan. Some new strikes have also 
been made on Wild Horse Creek.”

The Beacons carried away since la§t fall have been 
re-constructed, excepting the South = Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and addifions made, The 
Light Ship now building will be placed near to the 
South Sand Head, being substituted for No. 1 Beacon:

Should the resalt at all come ap to 
the expectations of the company, or in any meas- 
ure correspond with the preliminary assays, the 
Cherry Creek lead will soon become as famous 
and as attractive as the celebrated Comstock 
lead in Washoe. The opening up of the route 
to the Big Bend country via Kamloops and 
Shuswap will be an immense advantage to the 
company, a8 the steamers will then run within 
a few miles of the lead.
